reproduced from the recordino medium, the amval time is extracted and compared with 
the output time, and when the arrival time reaches a time correspondino to the output 
time, the TS packet reproduced from the recordino medium is output, wherein a variable 
speed reproduction is executed bv fluctuatina the time base of the output times 
Generated bv the output counter" . The closest prior art, Park et al discloses a 
(Conventional recording/reproducing apparatus, either singularly or in combination fails to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
